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his Plant Book is broken down into two sections — 

Perennial Plants and Trees and Shrubs. Each section 
is alphabetized so that an index is not necessary. If you 
know only the common name of a species, turn to it. You 
will be referred to the botanical name. Note the sub- 
alphabetical designations at the top corner of each page 
to permit fast reference. Using this Plant Book is no more 
difficult than using your telephone directory or dictionary. 

Non-hardy summer flowering bulbs (Begonias, Gladi- 
olii, etc.) are in the Perennial Plant group. Note. also that 
all plants are considered hardy in Litchfield (minimum 
temperatures minus 25°F.) except where noted. 

We try to keep our Plant Books horticulturally exact, 
but our printer's proofreaders are not horticulturists and 
mistakes result. So any suggestions from our readers 
(many of them could rank as professionals) will be very 
welcome; particularly valuable will be those having to 
do with horticultural nomenclature. 


Any order of $20.00 or more received on or before 
February 25 will be rewarded with one of White Flower 
Farm’s own Dutchooks, the very best of weeding tools, 
which retails for $3.50. (See Page 5.) The idea of giv- 
ing this handsome discount is to induce you to get your 
orders in early. Getting you to order early is selfish, of

But as we have said 
so many times before, you benefit hugely by getting the 
plants you want and by getting them shipped at the 
right time. 

However, the rules for this prize are very strict about 
February 25 as a cut-off date. Envelopes postmarked 
February 26 or beyond just do not count. 


It’s a strange thing how businesses follow price poli- 
cies for years. For example, we have been pricing rooted 
Chrysanthemum cuttings for spring sale conventionally. 
Then we analyzed costs, found Chrysanthemum cuttings 
ridiculously high-priced, except for the few new ones of 
merit introduced each year. So we literally cut the tar 
out of the price of rooted cuttings in three and ten quan- 
tities. It is our hope that the low prices will influence you 
to buy Mums in spring, really the only time a Mum should 
be planted. Spring-planted Chrysanthemums usually sur- 
vive the winters. 


If you haven’t subscribed to The Farm’s Plant Books 
and NOTES, please do. We no longer send Plant Books 
or NOTES to customers who have not made purchases 
in the previous twelve months. Those many fine gar- 
deners who use White Flower Farm as a prime source 
for plants and who propagate their requirements from 
this mother stock, do not normally make purchases every 
year. (And should not.) Such customers’ Plant Books get 
out of date and they miss copies of NOTES. Back copies 
of NOTES are never obtainable. So the only sure way 
to keep your Plant Books and NOTES current is to sub- 
scribe to them. The subscription fee is $1.00 for 2 years. 


We are pleased and proud to be able to offer named- 
variety English strains of Delphinium this year. These 
Delphinium have been bred for longevity and resistance 
to disease. We cannot yet guarantee them to live longer 
than American strains (they are mostly biennials), but 
our experience so far indicates they will. These English 
strains are propagated from cuttings, not from seed, and 
their development over the past thirty years by the two 
great English hybridizers, Bishop and Langdon, has re- 
sulted in flowering spikes that are sensational in color 
and form. They cost more than Pacific Coast Hybrids 
grown here from seed and are certainly worth it. But as 
we have no secrets, and send complete instructions with 
each order on how to take these cuttings, you yourself 
can propagate this valuable stock at low cost. (Cultural 
instructions are also included.) Stocks, we should add, 
are limited. Note: if you live in red hot climates un- 
friendly to Delphinium culture, you will be wasting time 
and money with this rare stock. 


Also from England are Blackmore and Langdon’s 
named-variety Tuberous Begonias, the like of which exists 
nowhere else on earth. If you‘ll follow instructions you 
can grow them so beautifully they will take every Gar- 
den Club prize. Blooms eight inches in diameter are not 


unusual; colorings cannot be adequately described. 
These B & L Begonias are propagated from cuttings. And 
we show you how to do it. Even though these rare things 
appear to be on the expensive side, increasing stock 
from cuttings is not difficult and you can soon build 
yourself a fine lot of them. Note: tubers from cuttings 
are generally smaller than tubers raised from seed. But 
this interferes not at all with either the size of the plant 
or the size of bloom. Tubers more than three years old 
of this rare strain produce smaller blooms than younger 
stock (this applies to all Tuberous Begonias), but they 
can be used indefinitely for propagating purposes. Fact 
is these old tubers will become your most prolific source 
of cuttings and fresh bulbs. 


White Forsythia (Abeliophyllum distichum) is a grand 
new shrub introduced last year by White Flower Farm 
and one other fine U. S. nursery. The bush itself (from 
Korea) has delightful cool green leaves and is hardy 
anywhere. Flowers, however, are quite early and can be 
damaged by severe late frosts and very cold winds—so, 
put Abeliophyllum in a protected spot with a southern 
exposure. The white flowers mass along the brown 
branches before the leaves appear. We ship somewhat 
smaller plants than usual with shrub stock—White For- 
sythia moves best when young. Do not expect much 
growth the first year—afterwards it will whoosh. With 
normal care the shrub will flower in its second or third 
full season. One of White Forsythia’s most pleasing char- 
acteristics is its dwarf form—four to five feet is the usual 
height. 


I" the Tree and Shrub section of this Plant Book you 
will find a number of plants marked with asterisks. In 
some instance it is necessary for customers to wait for 
one to three seasons for delivery of these rarities. They 
are mostly imports, few are offered in commerce in the 
United States. This is because these plants are difficult to 
propagate (but not to grow), and American nurserymen 
who go in for mass production and volume sales find 
them unprofitable. Because they are unique, demand is 
limited: and consequently we do not carry large numbers 
of them. See terms of sale, paragraph ten (on back of 
order form), for further details. 


Even after three years of propagating Fraises des 
Bois (by named-variety) we are still short of stock. Seep- 
age water from New England’s torrential rains (we were 
in the middle of both floods) succeeded in filling two 
deep propagating frames jammed with these charming 
upright wild strawberries. We pumped it out but we lost 
about half the Fraises crop in the process. We have 
enough to take care of orders for about 300 dozen 
plants. First buyers get them, obviously. Late orders will 
be si:ipped as potted plants (with ball of soil) in early fall.

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This is the stuff perennial borders are.made of. The 
word perennial, as applied to flowering plants like these, 
does not mean forever—it means these plants have a long 
life. Some, like an established peony, last for 25 years 
or more; others bloom their heads off for two or three 
years, get root bound and die. But in between these 
extremes you get lasting beauty if you pay any attention 
to a perennial border, and, if it’s properly planted, 
there will be a succession of bloom from early spring 
to late fall. 

Soils for perennial plantings should be well drained, 
rich in phosphate and phosphorus (for root and strong 
stalk development), moderately rich in nitrogen (you 
want flowers, not great masses of over-grown green 
leaves). Our stock is all top-size and absolutely free 
from disease. 


ACHILLEA (Yarrow). Fern-like foliage bearing masses of 
flowers throughout most of the summer. It grows 
well in dry, exposed places.

On the other hand, plant Lilies in a reasonably 
rich soil full of humus, well-drained and bulbs grow 
bigger and bigger and produce more and more 
flowers year after year. Each variety likes to be 
planted a specific depth and each planting depth 
is reported below. Don‘t load Lilies with lime and 
don’t over-fertilize. Most garden Lilies are not 
very fond of lime and no plant likes to be force fed. 
There you are, go out and grow Lilies. 

Here’s a hint. Plant them in a bed by themselves 
and underplant with white Petunias or any other 
neutral annual.

There has been a lot of talk over the ages about 
people with green thumbs. According to the talk, 
a person with a green thumb can put a stick in the 
ground and it grows.

Any garden 
book brims with advice and so do the Sunday 
supplements. The danger is that a beginner may 
get too much advice. So seek little of it; remember 
that garden soils needn’t be perfect (they can be 
built up), remember about sunlight (most plants 
require it), about watering (when it’s dry) —and 
care (spray and weed). Don’t cultivate too much 
because it’s bad on the plants and your back.

For some reason many gardeners put “a little lime 
around” every spring without really knowing if soils 
need it or not. To put it mildly, this-is very bad prac- 
tice, because with few exceptions soil should be on 
the acid side—in most instances, rather decidedly 
acid. Few perennials like it, many (Lupins) won’t tol- 
erate it. Surprisingly many garden books say that 
lime is good for Delphiniums. This is true only if you 
bring soil from very acid to slightly acid. Use lime 
sparingly on your lawns, too. Lime helps germinate 
clover and other undesirable leguminous weed seeds. 

Remember that lime is basically a soil conditioner; 
strong stuff used to bring very acid soils up in acidity, 
never to the alkaline side for 99 percent of all flow- 
ering plants. For Lilacs, yes, load soils with lime to 
bring them to an 8.5 ph but not higher, or lime will 
poison Lilacs, too.

YOUR LAWN 


Don’t think that all there is to a nice lawn is fine-grading 
the site, planting the grass, watering it and mowing it. 
Maintaining a good lawn requires care and money— 
lots of both—and if you haven’t the time and don’t want 
to spend the money, the best advice you can take is to 
just cut the natural grass (and weeds) you can’t keep 
from coming up, anyway. (See Page 19 for Special Grass 
Seed.) 

On the other hand, if you are after a deep velvety 
turf follow these directions: 


New Lawns 


Be sure you have six inches of topsoil; topsoil rich in humus 
(old manure dug in). Don’t fool around testing it for acidity— 
put on 25 pounds of lime per 1000 square feet. (Too much 
lime will give you too much clover.) Rake in the lime, and 
water the area. Don’t be in a hurry about seeding—you want 
the freshly dug soil to settle. Then put on 50 pounds of 0-10-10 
commercial fertilizer. (This means you have no nitrogen, except 
that already in the soil, but you do nave plenty of phosphorus 
and potash for root and body strength.) Rake it finely and 
water the area some more. 

After you can’t stand the look of the barren ground any 
longer rake it lightly. Then seed. Put the seed on so thickly 
that the formerly barren ground looks as if it had been heavily 
salt-and-peppered—like a lamb chop Then, and this is tm- 
portant, drag it. Drag it lightly about three times, round and 
round and up and down. This will cover 80 percent of the 
seed to the proper depth—the rest will be too deep or on the 
surface but you can’t do anything about it. Then roll it. (Don’t 
worry about foot marks or indentations; they can be filled in 
later.) And keep it damp. Cut it when grass is about 3 inches 
high and set your mower as high as it will go. (The seed to 
use? If you don’t buy ours, buy what is sold as “Shady Lawn” 
seed. These mixtures contain better grasses than run-of-mill or 
so-called sunny-location grass mixtures.)

At this point all you have is a very young lawn. It should 
be cut three times a week and your mower should never be 
set lower than 194-2 inches—the latter is better. Do not pick 
up the cut grass. You‘ll get some crab grass the first July but 
don’t worry about it. After the fall rains start, sprinkle the 
grass with about 5 pounds of seed per 1000 square feet. Then 
take a bamboo lawn broom and rake the whole area hard. 
Roll, and if. the rains fail, keep wet. This will give you thou- 
sands of vigorous, small seedling grasses. 

Early the next spring use 25 pounds of Milorganite to 
1000 square feet. (Use a “potato” fertilizer if you can’t get 
Milorganite or some other organic material.) By early we mean 
just after frost or before the grass gets green. Then use one 
pound of seed per 1000 square feet, broom and roll as above. 
The next September follow the same procedure and ditto every 
spring and August thereafter. 


Quite a job, isn’t it? But your reward is a deep, velvety 
lawn and we thought that was what you were after. 


About Old Lawns 


An old lawn can be refurbished without digging it up. The 
trick here is to seed, broom and roll spring and September year 
after year. (Fertilize each spring and seed spring and fall.) If 
broad-leaved plants like dandelion and plantain are present 
dig them out or kill with 2-4D. 


Notes on Crabgrass 


Crabgrass is no problem on a well-kept lawn. Heavy, benign 
grasses give Crab no room to get started—an annual, it does 
not germinate until late June or July. It is shallow-rooted and 
simply cannot get started in a thick lawn. In our opinion 
Crabgrass killers (some do actually kill it) are a waste of time 
and money—they cannot substitute for properly kept grass and 
cost more than a good lawn in the long run. 


Grass Seed 


This mixture is composed mostly of the Fescue race 
—tough, hardy, creeping, shade-resisting grasses. 
They withstand drought better than most grasses, 
are not attacked, like some, by fungus diseases. 
The rest of the mixture (15 percent) is made up of 
two kinds of upright Bent. There is no Kentucky 
Bluegrass in it. Ditto Redtop. If you are seeding a 
new lawn let us know and we will send you without 
charge enough annual rye grass to form a cover 
crop for these slower germinating grasses. The price 
of this mixture is little more than good hardware 
store grass seed and ever so much better.
